Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


From Pacific Coast sections, especially California, reports 
continue to be as bad as formerly reported. They have the con- 
solation out there anyhow which they are hugging to their souls, 
that a water-soaked soil is always a paying one eventually, and 
on this they build their hopes of overcoming their financial loss 
from the recent floods. It would be well for the Eastern people 
in this section if the same truth held here. Government reports 
show that there has been a very heavy precipitation for the 
season in this latitude, and we do not recall that such experi- 
ences improved conditions later on. However, we have inform- 
ation that the fruit outlook is not as bad as it was first supposed. 
In spite of the considerable rain which fell just before the frost 
of April 2, the frost was preceded by a strong wind, which con- 
siderably dried out the blossoms before the temperature sank 
low, and this fact was almost general, and has mainly assisted 
in cutting down the damage to the buds. The injury, however, 
has been considerable at best, and the frost proceeded rather far 
down South. They had ice formed in the northwestern part of 
Georgia, in the heavy fruit section, and although growers say 
that the wind came in time to prevent utter destruction, they 
were at one period very much afraid that their entire crop would 
be an entire loss. 

California reports are to the effect that asparagus has been 
ruined to nearly 90% of the crop, and it will be a very poor pro- 
duction that will be secured out there. Cherries, plums and 
nearly all other early fruit have been very much injured both 
there and in the East. Pears and peaches also suffered somewhat, 
but it is not believed that the loss will be over 25%. Apples 
have suffered less than the other fruits, being later in the season. 
Pineapples are more of a tropical than of a continental fruit, the 
only point in regard to these being that a very small injury will 
be felt considerably. Hawaii, however, is coming into the 
market heavier every year with her contributions, and reports 
say she will double her amount this year. Between the Hwaiian 
settlement and the Singapore arrivals the Western market will 
be much more largely supplied with pineapples than heretofore 
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which will release quite a quantity of Bermuda and Antilles 
fruits for the East. The considerable demand, however, on all 
productions of the islands is causing the importation of very 
many articles that have but lately gone on the list, even toma- 
toes being quite an article of import from that section. The 
market is thus fairly balanced in spite of the seasonable defici- 
ency of the weather. 

Corn, on the other hand, whilst altogether a continental 
production, is large in supply in tin, and is not interested in any 
respect by early frosts, as it is altogether a summer production. 
There appears yet to betoo much on hand to cause any considerable 
increase in the prices; in fact, partly on account of the Pure Food 
Law there is an apparent desire to sacrifice corn, so that the de- 
mand has barely the effect of keeping the price on what is con- 
sidered good corn at 47%c. to 50c. Iowa is said to hold a very 
heavy carryover of last year’s corn, and it puts a damper on the 
market for Western corn, mainly because the Pure Food 
Law casts a shadow on it and prevents speculators from taking 
risks in it, All of the prospects are, however, for a recovery 
in corn; in plain words, it is curing its own evil. Corn packers 
have learned a lesson, that it is better to leave their canneries 
idle than to overdo the market and then sell at a dead loss. 


The most important item, then, on the list for consideration’ 


is green peas. There is not a heavy carryover of these, but the 
demand seems to be slack, and the condition of the money 
market has been such as not to tempt buyers to take in carry- 
over stocks. 

In small fruits it is yet too early to distinguish any real bad 
effects from the recent cold weather. 

Tomatoes which are usually in the heaviest demand at this 
season are very slow now. There has been a very heavy sale of 
future tomatoes in the aggregate since the first of the year, and 
the packers will watch earnestly the conditions of the early 
planting and growth up to the end of May. It is almost assured 


already that we will have no very early packing of tomatoes, a 
repetition of the packing of the season of two years ago will not 
occur, and the demorilization that occured at that time will not 
be in sight. 

There is agai no change in the values of cans; the manu- 
facturers seem to be satisfied to wait the progress of the growing 
season, and both the American and the independent companies 
report nochange. There is apparently in the metals no base 
for a change, tin plates remaining as before quoted, pig tin has 
no variation and pig lead and sulders remain at the same figures.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


‘New York, April 3—March did not close well and April 
has not opened at all satisfactorily in the canned goods trade. 
The most accurate characterization of the market is that of dull- 
ness. All the leading varieties have a dull tone; but not all are 
easy. Buyers are absolutely indifferent and there is little dis- 
position to urge sales on the part of holders, yet most of the lat- 
ter would accept shaded prices on considerable lots if by so doing 
there was some possibility of enlivening trade. It is hoped that 
business will revive under the stimulus of the spring weather 


which ought to be here, though April started with a snow storm 
which naturally retarted spring business. With more seasonable 
weather improved business is probable. 

Corn.—The market is dull and easy under rather free offer- 
ings of low grade old stock. Sales of fair sized lots of fair state 
standards are reported at 47%c delivered with buyers bidding 
45c on additional lots of the same pack. It cannot be learned 
that the lower figure has been accepted. Fair quality Main 
style Southern pack is offered at 42%c f. o. b. factory, but local 
jobbers are not taking hold at prices quoted. The tendency on 
all spot stocks is easy. Reports from the West estimate the 
available supply on hand from the two previous years as equal 
to the consumptive requirements of the country up to September,

In futures 
the market is easy and unchanged, with no interest shown be- 
yond now and then a sale. 

Tomatoes.—The spot market is easy with offerings of full 
standard Maryland 3s quoted on the basis of goc delivered. 
Some rusty tins guaranteed against swells are offered at 8734c 
delivered. The ruling quotation is g0c to 92%c on full standard 
2s. Gallons are scarce. Futures are easy at 60c to 61c for 2s 
and 81c to 82%c for 3s f. o. b. factory. Buying is light. Sel- 
lers quote 82%4c with full 100 per cent delivery guaranteed. 

Peas.—A fair interest is noted in spot peas, with the tone 
steady on sifted and fine sifted grades. Other varieties are not 
particularly wanted but prices are held firm because of scarcity 
and holders refuse to accept orders excepting at outside prices. 

Spinach.—The market is dull. There is little interest be- 
yond supplying routine demand and sales are confined to actual 
requirements. The future promises an advance in present quo- 
tations. 

Beans.—Limas are firm, though the market is dull. Little 
interest has developed recently and there is nothing to indicate 
any immediate increase in movement. 

Fruits.—All offerings are firmly held within the quoted 
range for spot peaches, apricots, pears and pineapples. Stocks 
in first hands are light and the tendency of prices is upward in 
sympathy with the higher market on the Coast. This situation 
is strengthened somewhat by the reports of crop damage to 
peaches and apricots in California. Gallon apples are in only 
moderate demand and prices rule steady. 

Salmon.—The tone of the market is firm on red Alaska and 
jobbers report a good steady movement in all lines for retail ac- 
count. Buying from first hands shows more animation and the 
tendency of the market is upward. Sockeye talls and Columbia 
river fish are receiving attention. 

Sardines.—The market is firm, but without particular ani- 
mation. Business has been done in a small way only during the 
past week. The higher prices which took effect the middle of 
March effectually reduced the volume of trade. No opening 
prices on future pack have been announced. 

Lobster.—The market is firm and the supply available is 
light. - Hvupson. 


CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


SAN FRANcIsco. CAL., April 1, 1907. 

The late stormy weather has been replaced by beautiful sunny days and 
clear nights of Spring. Our fruit and vegetable growers, packers, canners 
and dealers are busy taking stock of the enormous damage resulting from 
the long continued rains and consequent floods—and their investigations 
are very discouraging in results. 

My proceeding letter and wire gave, an inkling of what might be ex- 
pected and reports now coming to hand daily, unhappily coufirm the state- 
ments previously made. 

Estimates as to the money loss of course vary greatly but figures of 
from fifteen to twenty-five millions of dollars are given out. 


From nearly all parts of the State discouraging reports come. The fa- 
mous Santa Clara Valley is said to have suffered the loss of fully one-half of 
the prospective prune crop, while apricots and peach trees were much worse 
suffers. From Tustin, Cal., comes the report that but a quarter of the aver- 
age crop of apricots is expected. From Winters we learn that the peach 
and apricot crop has been cut down about 33%%. Placer County advises 
that storms at this season of the year without intervals of sunny warm 
weather are invariably disastrous. The damage therefore is bound to be 
large in that part of the State. Fresno reports a badly damaged apricot 
prospect and peaches only in fair shape. From Napa we learn that the 
cherry and apricot crops will be very light. Hanford dispatches say the 
apricot crops will be extremely short. Reports of similar tenor come from 
many other points too numerous to mention. 


With the exception of four or five days in January it either rained or 
was cloudy continuously; February showed three weeks of similiar weather 
and March kept up the same record until less than a week ago. This con- 
tinuous spell of rain caused the water to increase faster than streams could 
carry it away and floods resulted. Then too, the busy bee was penned up 
and prevented from doing the necessary act of pollenization for those fruits 
which came into blossom during the period under discussion. The rains 
fell so steadily and so hard that in many cases there was no pollen left in 
the blossom which escaped the ravages of the storms. 

The situation here is, therefore, very black as regards the pack of 
either dried or canned fruits for the season of 1907. Even if conditions 
were favorable, it is doubtful whether we could produce a sufficient quan- 
tity of high-grade goods to supply the constantly increasing demand, be- 
cause of the scarcity of labor. 

With reference to the asparagus pack, all I can say is that the pack 
will be under 20% what was figured on earlier in the season, and deliveries 
will be made on that prorata basis or under. The chief producing district 
is today under from three to fifteen feet of water. The industry is in such 
a state of chaos at this writing that only the bare facts just given are 
available. ‘*CALIFORNIAN.”’

jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


The business in canned tomatoes this week has been limited to small 
lots at former quotations. The trade are not anxious bidders for supplies, 
nor are the packers eager to book orders at prices offered by buyers of 
futures. From second hands there are offerings of standard No. 3 at 92%c. 
at warehouse, but there are few takers. For future delivery the quotations 
are 81c., 82%c. and 85c., according to packers, f. 0. b. factory. The inter- 
est at this moment is largely confined to the outlook for California aspa- 
agus, the latest reports indicating much damage to the beds by floods of 
great extent, and as a consequence the pack of asparagus is expected to be 
short. Asthe spot supply is almost nil, the news is serious. The few hold- 
ers have withdrawn from the market. Corn is lacking in strength, demand 
having slackened somewhat, and the offerings are quite free. Future corn 
is dull, Beans and peas are quiet and firm. Fruits are firm, and as hold- 
ers of California fruits regard the crop outlook as unpromising, they are 
valuing their holdings accordingly. Canned fish is quiet. Salmon is firmly 
held. Red Alaska is expected to open at about $1.10 f. 0. b. for the new 
pack, Columbia chinook salmon of 1907 packing has been offered for fu- 
ture delivery at $1.45 for tall cans, $1.55 for flat cans and $1.05 for half 
cans, but the business has been insignificant.—Merchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes show considerable weakness. Owing to occasional sales 
made last week by certain holders who wished to move surplus stock, has 
degraded the market to goc. delivered. Not every packer, however, is will- 
ing to sell at that figure. Buyers, however, have taken their cue and now 
are offering 87%4c., which packers scout at so far, but mey accept later if the 
demand does not improve. Futures are not overly strong and there are 
rumors of sales at Soc. The nominal market, however, is 82%c. f. o. b. 
The demand, both for spot and futures, is exceedingly dull at the present 
writing. Corn shows no change, although there is evidence that the con- 
sumption is very large. The market is quite weak. Peas are unchanged 


and scarce, both spot and futures. Apples area little weaker, though no 
actual decline from $2.50 for New York gallons has yet occurred. Peaches 
are unchanged and very dull. The Baltimore line shows no change, and 
the demand is light. California canned goods are in almost no demand 
from first hands, but have a fair consumptive demand. As reported else- 
where, the coming crop of California asparagus has been nearly ruined by 
floods. This has made the spot market firm.—Gvrocery World. 
Chicago. 

Prices are steady to firm on all descriptions of canned vegetables, and 
there is a very good demand coming from the retailers. Tomatoes are 
steady at prices of a week ago. The stocks in canners’ hands are small and 
the feeling is that prices will be maintained. Futures are very firmly held 
and packers are rather indifferent as to whether they make sales or not. 
Corn is steady and in good demand for spot. Peas are very scarce, old 
packing, and there are few offerings of futures, as the canners are already 
very well sold up. String beans are wanted for both spot and future deliv- 
ery. Spot stocks are very small indeed. In view of the present condition © 
of supplies in first hands, some authorities venture the opinion that the 
market for canned vegetables is more likely to be higher than lower as 
spring advances. The consumptive demand for canned peaches is very 
satisfactory. Prices are very firm, as stocks of all kinds of canned fruits, 
peaches, apricots, berries, etc., are very short now. Sardines are firm at 
the recent advance made by the packers. Stocks of domestic sardines in 
the canners’ hands are reported practically exhausted. Offerings of salmon 
from first hands are extremely small. Reports from the Pacific Coast indi- 
cate supplies about cleaned up, so that the tendency is toward higher 
prices, and the expectation is that opening quotations on the 1907 pack of 
all grades of salmon will be considerably higher than last year’s opening.— 
Grocers’ Criterion. 

Montreal, Can. 


A fair trade in canned goods is reported by jobbers. Grocers have not 
yet exhausted their fall supply and are not ordering very heavily, their 
demands being of a hand-to-mouth character. There seems to be more 
activity in salmon than in any other line. Talk of an advance of 15% in 
the pack of next fall has had the effect of firming up the present market, 


.and much buying is being done in fear of a sudden advance. Corn and 


peas are quiet. Tomatoes are selling fairly well. Since no great scarcity 
has been noticeable during the present month it is not thought that there 
will be any lack of stocks to carry the trade through until the next pack. 
No advance in prices is anticipated.

The tomato situation in this market has not yet developed, but at any 
rate there are no indications of weakness. Most wholesalers think they 
will not have more than enough and at least one is talking of buying. 
Consumption cantinues steadily. The high price does not seem to have 
been a deterrent at all. In fact, some retailers assert that tomatoes at two 
for a quarter go faster than at roc., because when people buy two at a time 
they use more. It’s a little early, however, to take the bull side of the 
market. Salmon is the strongest feature of the market at present. Stocks 
of all grades in wholesalers’ hands are very considerably reduced. Practi- 
cally nothing is held at the Coast, and preferred brands, such as Horse Shoe, 
are very nearly cleaned up. One-pound talls of this brand are specially 
scarce and probably a hundred cases would be the limit of the largest 
stock. Asa result jobbers are more anxious to sell single cases than they 
are 5-case lots. The price has advanced to $1.90, though the advance as yet 
is not uniform. Other brands of Fraser River sockeye are very light, and 
with the season of heaviest consumption just ahead, salmon would appear 
to be a sure buy.—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—There is a better tone in the market for Alaska, and with 
more inquiry prices are firmer. British Columbian remains very firm, but 
there is not much doing. The Patroclus has brought 7,825 cases. Lobsters 
are without any feature of interest. Sardines.—There has not been so 
much doing this week, but prices remain very firm. No better reports are 
to hand of the fishing. The Juan Cunningham has arrived with 1,099 eases 
and the Lisbon with 2,797 cases. Meats.—The demand continues to im- 
prove, and prices are unaltered. Fruits are a quiet but strong market. In 
pines there is a fair forward business doing, and at the present low prices 
these are worth the attention of the trade. The Borneo has brought 6,493 
cases and the Patroclus 10,148 cases pines. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The good trade reported in previous weeks continues, with 
an increased consumptive demand for best grades. Alaska is also in better 
inquiry. Sardines.—Grocery quarters are in demand and there is a big 
trade passing. Fruits.—Apricots and peaches are becoming very scarce 


and dear, and pears are in good inquiry. Pineapples.—The spot market ° 


is steady to firm; demand moderate. Quotations for forward shipment 
show an advance, which is maintained. There is only a small business 


passing. The quality of this season’s shipments has been excellent. 
Tomatoes.—More demand.—Gvocers’ Gazette. 


Correspondence. 


BALTIMORE, MpD., April 1, 1907. 

Tomatoes.—During the week we have had some pretty good buying of 
spot tomatoes. There is an excellent demand for unlabeled goods. The 
supply of good unlabeled No. 3 standard tomatoes is very light. 

Future Tomatoes.—There has been continued activity in the market 
this week. In spite of the fact that quite a number of jobbers are holding 
off, not making any purchases of tomatoes, yet there is sufficient business 
coming in to take care of any desirable offerings. For instance, we have 
been quoting some No. 2 standard tomatoes at 60c. per dozen, less 1%. We 
have had some excellent buying for these goods. . 

Corn.—Cheap corn is selling freely. Desirable lots at low prices are 
becoming hard to find, and it looks as though, with a continuation of the 
present buying, a very much better market will result. 

Future corn is in fairly good demand, though the comparatively low 
prices for spot goods is encouraging purchases of spots to be carried over 
into the new season to some extent. 

String Beans.—The market is unchanged. There is some jobbing de- 
mand for beans at our prices. . 

We still have April, May and practically all of June before new beans 
can be put on the Baltimore market. The stock here is so light that it is 
quite likely that it will be entirely cleaned up long before any new goods 
will be packed, even though there should not be any advance in price. 

Sweet Potatoes.—The market is getting into better shape right along. 
One desirable lot after another is being cleaned up. 

Sauer Kraut.—We are quoting some good brands No. 3 standard sauer 
kraut at 60c. per dozen, regular f.o. b. Baltimore, and have a limited 
quantity of No. 2 standard sauer kraut at 45c. per dozen, regular f. 0. b. 
Baltimore. 

Oysters.—Baltimore packers have been able to get in some work on 
oysters during the past week or ten days, though the total quantity packed 
during this period will not amount to very much.

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dull, with an easier undertone. Those canners: who hold tomatoes, how- 
ever, do not appear to be anxious for orders unless at their asking prices, 
as they have four of the heaviest consumptive months in which to dispose 
of them. Here and there a carload or two of standard No. 3s can be picked 
up ata shade under the asking price and those lots find ready buyers. The 
usual. spring demand is now due and it is anticipated that the month of 
April will be active. 

For future delivery there was less demand for tomatoes during this week 
and the buyers show a disposition to hold off a while. Probably the unusual 
financial conditions now existing in the money centers of the country may 
have the effect of lessening the buying of futures, but as the goods don’t 
have to be paid for before next fall, and nothing has developed to cheapen 
the cost of production, the argument in favor of buying them is certainly 
no less reasonable than it was last month or earlier. Vigilance should not 
be relaxed as to the man behind the contract, and when buying standard 
quality the packer’s best brand should be insisted upon, together with the 
100% delivery clause. 

Spot fruits are dull, nothing more than the usual small jobbing orders 
being received this week. For future delivery there is an increasing in- 
quiry, and in pineapples of nearly all grades there is liberal buying. 
Drouth in the Bahamas is reported to be hurting the crop there very 
seriously. 

Spot vegetables are no exception to the dullness in this market, and 
there was less done in them this week than during the week previous. 
There was some business done in future peas and string beans this week 
and we expect further buying of these two articles next week, especially 
on the part of those jobbers who will need some of the early pack.

Aberdeen (Md.) Market. 


ABERDEEN, MD., April 1, 1907. 

Tomato Growers and Labor are the bone of contention among packers, 
and prospects of more favorable conditions in this regard are improbable, at 
least until packing season. Instead of the situation improving, it seems to 
become more unsettled and alarming from week to week. As only a few 
packers have been able to contract for anything like a half proportion of 
their usual acreage, and growers evidently have concluded that it is better 
not to contract at $9.00 per ton. Prior to the last two years in question, the 
price for raw stock ranged at $5.00 and $6.00, sometimes $7.00 and $8.00 


perton. These figures, however, were not in ‘‘ Harriman ’’ days, and the 
farmer is as usual alert and in line with the spirit of the present age. Cans 
then used to sell at $1.35 per hundred, now it is $19.00 per thousand. Gas- 
oline (used for fire) then cost 8 cents per gallon, this year it will be 18 cents, 
or possibly more, and the Standard Oil Company will not make contracts or 
promises to any. Solder then cost 12 cents per pound, now 20, 22 and may _ 
be more. It is not passing strange that the jobber says: ‘‘ Why 82%?”’ 
And yet the estimated profit is much like the fourth-grade arithmetic ques- 
tion. ‘‘Find the answer.’’ However, in this year of advancing adversity 
both for jobber and producer may the truth be known; those not guilty un- 
accused and that the finger of suspicion may not be found pointing to the 
much-beloved Broker, for he is not responsible for any of the present ills, 
his percentage is just as it used to be, no more; and like the Country Editor, 
he is allowed to exist in the community and is expected to publish Marriage, 
Birth and Death notices free, while the Parson, Doctor and Nurse get twen- 
tieth century fees for each individual service and visit, and the Lawyer’s 
advice is not gratis. 

Spot Tomatoes.—Fairly moderate buying of Spot Tomatoes continues 
on the basis of go cents, f. o. b. factory, for reputable brands and qualities 
meeting with full favor. Stocks in first hands are gradually diminishing 
and there is no indication whatever of attempt to push offerings. Sudden 
buying from various quarters is liable at any time to advance present quota- 
tions 24% to 5 cents per dozen. A few Off Standards can be secured on 
basis of 8714 cents, and while now and then a special lot is offered at 85 
cents, quality and condition would scarcely warrant a preference of these. 

Future Tomatoes.—A moderate volume of orders continues to come in 
for full standard country packed tomatoes on the basis of 82%c. f. 0. b. 
factory. Packers show no anxiety to force sales, as many of them are in 
comfortable position regarding same, and it is to be noted that no one in 
this section is pushing sales at lower figures. 

Spot Corn.—Southern Maine style is being generally absorbed, that is, 
all marks that can be found under 52%c., various warehouses and factories. 
There is strong inclination to locate any reputable lots on the basis of 47%c.. 
and as offerings cannot be considered free on this basis, most buyers are 
willing to pay a shade more for quality desired than can be found at this 


figure. 
Shoepeg corn is being absorbed with rapidity entirely satisfactory to 


holders, and it is becoming more difficult from day to day to locate quan- 
tity lots at prices named as “‘ Special ’’ for rhe last two weeks. It is pretty 
safe to say that packers’ warehouses will be generally bare of stock in a 
very short while.

Philadelphia Canned Goods Storage Advances. 


Some commotion has been created among the Philadelphia can- 
ned goods and wholesale grocery trade during the week by an an- 
nouncement from the Merchants’ Warehousing Co., which is con- 
trolled by the Pennsylvania Railroad, that after August Ist the storage 


rate on canned goods would be increased 4% cent per case per month. 
The other local warehouses have not yet advanced their prices in 
proportion, but are expected to do so almost immediately. 

The present storage rate on canned corn is 1 cent per case for 
the first month, and % cent per case thereafter. On tomatoes the 
rate varies somewhat among different companies. A fair average is 
1% cents per case for the first month, and 34 cent per case per month 
thereafter. The new rates will represent an advance of 4% cent per 
case over these. 

The advance affects all goods on storage August Ist, as well as 
those placed in storage after that date. 


Siberian Vs. Columbian Frozen Salmon. 


The Canadian commercial agent at Leeds reports that the English 
trade in Siberian frozen salmon, in competition with the British Col- 
umbian salmon, has been so gratifying that two British steamers, 
originally engaged in the Argentine frozen-meat trade, were last au- 
tumn at Nicolaivsk, at the mouth of the Amur river, where the fish 
on being caught, would immediately be placed in the ships’ holds and 
kept in a frozen state until the cargoes were compleied. He says that 
the Siberian salmon of the Amur is equal in size and quality to the 
British Columbia variety, and both are equal to the best Scotch sal- 
mon, which bring 60 cents a pound in London.

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VIEWS ON THE NATIONAL PURE FOOD LAW. 


(By L. A. Sears, Pres. Western Packers’ Canned Goods Ass’n.) 

Mr. Sears was requested by the Chicago Record-Herald to pre- 
pare this article, and he has sent this copy to The Trade. Mr. Sears 
has done the entire industry a good service in thus putting the indus- 
try before the public correctly. 

In expressing my views on the National Pure Food Law, its 
present and prospective effect on food products, food manufacturers 
and the public, it must be done strictly from the standpoint of a can- 
ner of Vegetables and Fruits in tin and glass. The term “canning,” 
as applied to the business in which I am engaged, is the process of 
selecting fresh vegetables and fruits and preparing them in a proper 
manner, putting them into containers—largely tin cans—and hermet- 
ically sealing and then sterilizing them sufficiently to make them keep. 

So far as my experience and observations go, I am unable to see 
where there will be much change in the manner and method of can- 
ning vegetables and fruits. So far as I am informed, there never has 
been any material quantity of canned vegetables and fruits put on the 
market which contained adulterants or preservatives... The great 
majority of the goods packed in my line have been pure, because the 
raw material from the farmer is usually cheaper than the adulterant. 
Few, if any, chemicals or preservatives have been used, because of the 
fact that they are entirely unnecessary, as the art of canning, as ap- 
plied to the canning of vegetables and fruits. is the process of her- 
metically sealing for the purpose of excluding the air (germs) and 
then preserving by the process of sterilization; that is, by heating, un- 
til the germs or spores are destroyed. 

The fact that canned vegetables and fruits are hermetically sealed 
and completely sterilized makes them the best, safest and most health- 
ful food products known to man. Before any National Pure Food 
law was enacted, canned vegetables and fruits in the main were pure 
and healthful. If any were otherwise, it was incidental and largely 
due to lack of information on the part of the canner. 

The National Pure Food Law, with the help of the Standards 
Committee, of which Prof. Wm. Frear, of State College, Pa., is pres- 
ident, whose duties are to establish standards of purity, and the Reg- 
ulation Committee, of which Dr. H. W. Wiley is chairman, whose 
duties dre to regulate the sales of food products, these will fully ad- 
vise the canners on all subjects, and the public may rest assured that 


there will be no backward step; mistakes and errors will be eliminated 
and consumers can safely assume that the products of our factories 
will be pure and wholesome. 

The consumer must not assume that pure canned goods are good, 
or that poor canned goods are impure. Purity and good quality are 
not necessarily found together; impurity and poor quality are not — 
necessarily found together. A consumer may buy a can of very low- 
grade and unsatisfactory vegetables or, fruits and yet. it may be pure, 
so far as adulteration is concerned. The fact that there is printed on 
the label the words: “These goods are packed according to the Pure 
Food Law, Etc., Etc.,” is no assurance that the packer has selected 
crisp, fresh vegetables or ripe, fresh fruits, or that the excellence of 
preparation is all it should be. If, however, consumers will pay the 
proper price. they can always get good canned vegetables and fruits, 
and they are almost morally certain of getting them pure. 

Good canned goods are always good. Properly selected and pre- 
pared vegetables and fruits packed in glass or in the character of tin 
can, as prescribed by the Food Standards Committee, hermetically 
sealed and preserved by the process of sterilization, are, in my opin- 
ion, always good; at least, as long as the package remains air-tight. I 
ate a portion of a can of corn that had been packed thirty years, and 
it was as fine as any corn I ever sampled. A customer of my firm 
wrote me sometime ago that he had just had served on his table a can 
of stringless beans, packed by my firm, which had been in his pos- 
session fourteen years. I have sampled canned vegetables and fruits 
in all ages and conditions and I am firmly of the opinion that good 
canned vegetables and fruits are always good, regardless of age, so 
long as the package or can remains air-tight. 

It is so natural for consumers to think, if they find a can of vege- 
tables or fruits unsatisfactory, that they might have had old goods. 
They are taught that by dealers who advertise “fresh canned goods 
just received” and who, for lack of something better to say to a cus- 
tomer who complains of the quality, say “the can might have been 
old, left over from the previous year.” 

Good tin-plate, from which cans are made, is an essential requis- 
ite to good canned goods and sooner or later the National Food Law 
will require a better tin-plate. Some canners are following the sug- 


gestion of the Food Standards Committee on this point and using a 
higher grade of tin-plate, and the National Food Law must require 
all to do so.

THE RECENT FROSTS. 


The month of April is usually credited, we believe, by old 
mariners and others with being the forerunner as a guide for 
the class of weather we will have during the summer in gen- 
eral. And so far as we have been able to test it, it seems to de- 
serve the character. We are sorry to say that April, this 
spring, has begun badly for the fruit crops and packing busi- 
ness. We can all remember the disastrous results of last year, 
when .it looked as if Nature was making her strangest calcu- 
lations to destroy the outlook for all crops, at least canners’ 
crops, with special reference to tomatoes and peaches. She 
commenced on the first of April this year with a well calcu- 
lated surprise. After producing record-breaking temperature 
in March, in some localities the thermometer went as high as 
93, and in this great central latitude 90, within forty-eight 
hours thereafter on the 2nd of April the thermometer dropped 
down to winter figures. Reports have just come to hand that 
the whole country in the fruit growing regions was getting 
into bloom, buds were bursting everywhere, and we under- 
stand that even as far north as Michigan fruit prospects were 
strong. More than that as if to accentuate the damage, there 
had come generally with the cold a misty rain and frost on top 
of that for several nights. The outlook, therefore, for the pros- 
pects of a fruit crop is very bad, at the present. And it comes 
on the heels of a period which gave us information of destruc- 
tion through floods. 

There is to hand from California reports to the effect that 
the damage by flood and rain was so great and heavy that it 
was considered there would be hardly any blossoms left upon 
the trees, and in any event the insects could hardly carry the 
pollen from bloom to bloom to cause fertilization. This then 
seems to put corroboration upon the dispatches of the week 


previous, with regard to the injury done to the California fruit 
prospects, to such an extent that it is considered that California 
fruits will be almost out of the market in general for this sum- 
mer. 

The frost of Tuesday, April 2nd, comes as a very wet 
blanket upon Eastern prospects for the season, but whilst we 
have no desire whatever to speak ill of the fruit prospects from 
the weather, we are compelled to acknowledge that the recent 
frosts in this immediate section have probably caused consid- 
erable loss. 

This is very bad business for so early in the season, com- 
ing as it does upon the fruit situation, which is almost entirely 
cleaned up from the bad effects of last year. In other words, 
we anticipated and hoped for a fine liberal fruit crop, as the 
market is very much in need of it from preceding conditions. 
‘The peach crop last year was virtually ruined in quality by ex- 
cess of moisture, and it was hoped this year to undo a great 
deal of the damage that was done last year. Starting so early 
in the spring, as the damage has begun, it makes a very bad 
condition of affairs, and a strong hint that we may have in 
April frosts that were due in February or March, and the win- 
ter conditions which we should have had during the winter 
months may be given us in the spring. We have called atten- 
tion during the past few months to the fact that the one im- 
portant matter at present in regard to canned goods depended 
altogether upon the condition of the fruit crop, and now the 
first indications are that the fruit crop is going to be very satis- 
factory, from meteorological conditions. 

It is several years now since we have had a good fruit 
csop ; that is, one good, both in quantity and quality, and every - 
passing year is increasilig our population so rapidly that the 
demand is being accentuated more and more. 

We may find out that we will this year have to depend 
once more almost entirely upon what may be known as the 
purely vegetable productions, as fruits are liable to be too 
scarce for the canners to get them in any proper quanities. We 
are now feeding something more than 85,000,000 people, and 
every increase in population in America makes the demand 
greater for the normal fruits; increases the prices of it and 
tends to shut out the packer altogether. ‘There was effort 
made last summer to get fruit to supply the demand, and so 
great has become the strain of late years that special compa- 
nies have been organized to furnish special fruit cars for the 
distribution of fruit. But we all know at present what a fam- 
ine there is in regard to transportation. 

The news from the West Indies is to the effect that the 
fruit crop has been considerably injured down there, both by 
drought and excessive rains. It is worthy of remark that two 
of the fruit sections, like California, have been suffering from 
the weather, ‘Texas and Florida having been affected by great 
drought. 

For weeks and months Florida has been suffering from 
lack of rain, and the same way which caused Florida trouble 
is now affecting the Bermudas and the Indies. The all-impor- 
tant thing to remember in respect to this is that it is foolish 
at present to sacrifice any fruit stocks in the belief that the 
season is going to be a prolific one. It is worth while to 
watch April closely just to notice if it is the indicator of the 
season. 

There is, however, a section of the country that is rap- 
idly becoming a great fruit producer, we mean the far north- 
west on the Pacific coast. It is developing very rapidly and 
naturally the fruits produced out there are of a hardier nature 
than those of a more southern latitude. But it seems to be a 
fact that there are lines of fruit accustomed to very cold 
climates that can stand more cold weather than others. An- 
other great truth in that respect is that the extraordinary warm 
temperatures out of season do not develop the fruit buds as 
they do in the more southern latitudes, and if frost somes early

or in the spring, it finds no buds to kill. Thus the fruit and 
vegetable crops of Washington and the section around Van- 
couver Sound may be somewhat later than San Francisco, 
but they will be better protected by Nature’s seasons. We 
have something of the same kind here in Maryland. In the 
mountain parts of Western Maryland there has developed 
quite a locality for mountain peaches; they do not develop as 
early as the Peninsula, and, therefore, they seldom are ruined 
by a frost. This year, however, reports come from there that 
peach growers of the mountain section are very much afraid 
that the recent frosts have injured their fruits. We hear the 
same reports from Michigan, from the peach region, which, 
although later in its development, seems this season to have 
been caught by the untoward frost. More than this, it seems 
probable that we may yet have more frosts before April closes. 
These frosts, coming on top of the floods in the various sec- 
tions of the country, and particularly in California, have had a 
depressing effect upon the canning interests, but it is, never- 
theless, possible that the ultimate damage may be nothing like 
what is anticipated, and, in fact, may be only very light. 


VIEWS ON THE NATIONAL PURE FOOD LAW.

I give my views relative to the merits of old goods vs. new goods 

for the purpose of getting the public to thinking right on the sub- 
ect. 
; What concerns the consumers more at the moment than PUR- 
ITY is QUALITY. At the worst, canned vegetables and fruits were 
mostly pure, but consumers desire that quality arising from carefully 
selected fresh vegetables and fruits, excellence of preparation, well- 
— containers, either glass, or, if tin cans, those made from good 
tin-plate. 

PThe above are my personal views. I have not been delegated to 
speak for the Western Packers’ Canned Goods Association, of which 
I have the honor of being president. 

On all occasions the Western Packers’ Canned Goods Associa- 
tion has favored pure food products and the National Food Law, and 
it has expressed its views by unanimously adopted resolutions 


memorializing Congress to pass a National Pure Food Law at the 
National Joint Conventions at Columbus in 1905, and at Atlantic City 
in 1906. These resolutions were confirmed by a unanimous vote, en- 
dorsing the law as passed June 30th, 1906, and the rules and regula- 
tions governing, as promulgated from time to time by the Food 
Standards Committee. The record of the Western Packers’ Canned 
Goods Association is clear on this point and, as individuals, the can- 
—_ of fruits and vegetables will live up to the letter and spirit of the 
aw 


Good tin-plate has been endorsed by my association in the form 
of a memorial to Congress, to include a provision in the National Pure 
Food Law, compelling the manufacturers of cans to use a better 
coated plate for containers, and there will be no retreat from this po- 
sition and every influence will be brought to bear with this end in 
view. 


The name of the manufacturer should appear on every can of 
vegetables and fruits offered for sale. The consumer should know 
who packs the goods and he or she should have the opportunity to 
discriminate in his or her purchases, if desired. It was, without 
doubt, the intention of the framers of the National Pure Food bill to. 
require better tin-plate used in the manufacture of cans and to require ”* 
that the name of the manufacturer should appear on every can. Strong 
influences from interested sources outside of the canners prevented 
the passage of the law requiring better and uniform tin-plate, and 
equally strong influences prevailed on the Regulation Committee and 
secured a ruling. allowing the jobber and the retail grocer to buy 
canned goods and place their label thereon, with the words, “Packed 
for,” prefixed to their name. 

These last two topics are, no doubt, subjects which will demand 
the attention of national legislators, as the National Food Law will 
be incomplete, unless the tin in the cans is of uniform and better qual- 
ity and the name of the manufacturer appears on every package. 

The canners of this country are honorable, enterprising gentle- 
men, imbued with a strong desire to render personal service. They 
are fully cognizant of the demands that consumers are making on 
them for larger and larger supplies from the canning factories. 

Only a small percentage of the housewives now bake their own 
bread, and the number who do is growing smaller and smaller. There 
was a time when every well-regulated family was supposed to pro- 
vide its own fabric for its apparel. There was a time when every 
household spun its own yarn and made the family stockings. This 
practice has now become obsolete. In fact, in this age, a woman who 
does the family darning is considered as having a false idea of econ- 
omy. 

As time goes on the canning factory must take up the work that 
has been done by the housewives in increased ratio. From year to 
year the demands upon the canning factory will become greater, not 
only as to quantity, but also as to quality, and he who does not arise 
to the demands of the American public will lose his standing in his 
business.

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PURE FOOD LAW INSTRUCTIONS AND EXPLANATIONS. 


Some of the Puzzling Points Explained by Dr. Wiley— 
Some Wrong Impressions Corrected—The 
Importance of Understanding. 


CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK. 


We are in receipt of the following letter from a very promi- 
nent Maine corn packer, and as it has a bearing upon the sub- 
jects we have been discussing, and is of much interest to a large 
number of our readers, we reproduce it here: 

‘« We notice in your editorial of March 22 you say ‘ Thus 
in canned corn, if it is put up with cane sugar it will not be 
honest, unless that fact be stated upon the label.’ ’’ 

Do we understand from this that the Pure Food Law re- 
quires this should be stated upon the label? We have not so 
understood the matter, and, in fact, some time ago we read that 
the commission allowed that sugar, salt and vinegar could be 
used and not conflict with the law. 

There is not a canner of corn in the country but what uses 
sugar, and always has more or less. We cannot understand 
why the men who have this matter in hand do not come out 
with a statement as to just what shall be put upon the labels. 
We want to conform to the law in every respect. We have 
placed our order for corn labels for the coming year, and they 
are probably being printed now. If we have got to have printed 
on the label that sugar is used in the corn, you can see what an 
expense it will be. We hope you will be able to get a statement 
from the Department of Agriculture as to whether packers of 
corn must put on the label the amount of sugar and salt they 


use. 

We must say we are ‘‘all at sea’’ on the Pure Food Law, 
so many conflicting statements in different papers a packer does 
not know where he is ‘‘at.’’ 


This letter undoubtedly voices the opinion of every corn 
packer in the country, and its answer means much to them all, 
so that we feel we cannot do better than quote the remarks 
of the several authorities who addressed the meeting at Buffalo. 
Dr. Frear, in his address, speaking on the food standards and 
how they were arrived at, said to the assembled packers at 
Buffalo; 


Sugar was not included among the added constituents of canned veg- 
etables. The decision upon this point was reached only after very careful 
consideration. The facts at command indicated that the addition of sugar 
does not result in the bringing up to normal quality of vegetables, such as 
corn and peas, that have failed because of their varietal characters or the 
conditions of their growth, to attain their usual flavor, including sweetness, 
It was further believed that the difference in the products were commonly 
so great as to call for the distinction between the artificially sweetened veg- 
etables and those that have attained their sweetness during growth. It was 
not intended by this action to prevent the best use of the raw materials at 
the command of the canner, but only to protect properly the interest of the 
consumer, 


The intent of this seems obvious, that as sugar as an added 
substance to peas or corn and not a natural constituent, its pres- 
ence in the canned article would have to be mentioned. ‘This, 
however, was not clearly understood, as shown by a further quo- 
tation from the proceedings of that same meeting: 


A Delegate—There was some misunderstanding in regard to a portion 
of his discussion in regard to the use of salt and sugar. I find that some of 
the gentlemen around here did not fully understand that portion. Would 
it be allowed? Is it necessary to put it on the label if used? 

The Chairman—You come to the label again; that will be attended to 
this afternoon. Anything on the purity of standard, not as to the label, 
that will be attended to at the next meeting. 

Mr. Gardner—May I ask if Dr, Frear will repeat his remarks in regard 
to sugar and salt. 

Dr. Frear—It would be impossible to repeat my remarks concerning 
salt, because I didn’t make any; but with regard to sugar in vegetables, not 
in canned fruits, I said, in substance, that it was the judgment of the Com- 
mission that the fact of adding sugar to sweet corn or to peas which had 
failed because of their variety or decayed conditions of growth to attain

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their normal sweetness as in true growth, don’t produce the effects which 
the growth itself produces, if the difference was sufficiently cured to make 
that desirable, that the consumer be fairly informed that sugar has been 
added to sweet corn and to sweet peas; not that it is a bad thing to add 
sugar, if you have got a product that does not come up to its normal grade, 
but if you do add the sugar at all, tell the consumer that you have done it. 
(Applause. ) 

Dr. Wiley, following Dr. Frear in his address, touched on 
this matter, but after Dr. Wiley had finished his address a mem- 
ber asked practically the same question, as note: 

Mr. Moore (of Missouri)—I would like to ask the Doctor a question. 
I want to be shown. There are a lot of us Western delegates who make a 
syrup of granulated sugar, fine salt and water and put in sweet corn. Do 
we have to mark that a compound on the label? We brand it sweet corn’ 
We state on our labels, some of us, that this can is guaranteed to contain 
nothing except fine salt, granulated sugar, water and sweet corn. Now, do 
we have to brand that? 

Dr. Wiley—I do not think there is anything in the law or regulations 
which compels you to call that a compound, nothing whatever. 

Later on, after Mr. Allen had made his interesting ad- 
dress, Mr. Moore again asked this question: ‘‘ In packing corn 
and peas, if we put sugar in, must we state that on the label ?’’ 
And Dr. Wiley replied: ‘‘ Mr. Chairman, as I have already 
stated, ‘‘ I cannot interpret the law, but I would say that you 
would be perfectly safe if you do.”’ 

All these quotations are taken directly from the verbatim 
report of the proceedings and can be found in our issue of Feb- 
ruary 22—the Convention issue. 


Space prevents our going further into this question, if indeed 
it is necessary, as these utterances may at least be considered 
somewhat official, at least coming from the men who know most 
about the question, and the answer seems to leave very little 
room for doubt. To us it seems that the fact that, sugar has 
been_used in either corn or peas must be stated upon the label, 
and hence our first assertion, referred to in the letter.

Lapel, Ind.—A canning factory for Lapel is nowassured. Mr. Hub- 
bell of; Indianapolis says that work will begin at once by refitting 
the old Wilcox glass factory with the requisite machinery, the neces- 
sary 300 acres having been contracted for with the farmers for raising 
tomatoes. The factory will employ about 300 laborers. 


Austin, Ind—The Austin Canning Company of Austin, Ind., has 
filed its articles with the Secretary of the State showing the appoint- 
ment of C. T. Coleman, of Little Rock, as State agent. 


Anderson, Ind.—Between 800 and 1,000 acres of peas will be 
drilled this week by farmers in the vicinity of the city. The crop will 
be delivered to the Anderson Canning Company. The Alaska pea was 
supplied to all the farmers for seed, and it is being sowed like wheat, 
wheat drills being used. The canning company has started the sowing 
of seed in hot beds at the factory for 1,250,000 tomato plants that will 
be distributed to the farmers to set out about May 10. Farmers who 
have also contracted to raise corn for the canning factory are being 
furnished the Country Gentleman brand of corn for seed. 


Boonville, Ind—The Boonville Canning and Packing Company 
has increased the price to be paid for tomatoes from $7.00 to $7.50 a 
ton. Farmers said they could not raise them with profit for less than 
$8.00 and a compromise was made. Some raisers said that rather than 


sign contracts for tomatoes at $7.00 a ton, they would raise their 
crops. 


Marion, Ind.—By the end of the week 600 acres of ground, to be 
devoted to tomato cultivation for the Snyder Canning Factory, is ex- 
pected to have been pledged, as already 420 acres have been reported 
by the soliciting commitee.

The following is an extract from a communication 
received by the Sprague Canning Machinery Co. from 
Prof. Duckwall, while he was at Onarga, IIl., inspect- 
ing the processing of corn with the Polk Agitating 
System: 

“Unless the process on pure corn is cut down to at 
least 35 minutes at 250 degrees Fahrenheit it will be 
impossible to produce canned corn without discolora- 
ation, and I beg to explain this statement as follows: 

“When processing corn at 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 65 minutes or more the corn which lies next to the 
tin is subjected to 250 degrees Fahrenheit for such a 
long time that the proteids are disintegrated and sa/- 
phur is set free. This sulphur unites with the hydro- 
gen, which is liberated by the action of the soldering 
flux on the metal, tin and lead in the solder and body 
of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. ‘These metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H,S is formed in the presence of metals in 
solution. Now, the ordinary tin can has considerable 
solder on the inside of the can, both in the crease at 
the top and bottom and also along the side seam. In 
proportion to the amount of lead exposed will be the 
discoloration of the corn. ‘Therefore, until a can is 
made which shall be soldered entirely on the outside, 
or with a solder practically free from lead, it will be 
impossible to can corn without bleaching or chemical 
agents now prohibited by law. 

“T find that the agitating system overcomes the 
difficulty entirely. 

“In this system you are constantly shaking the 
corn away from the tin. No part of the contents is ex- 
posed to the action of 250 degrees Fahrenheit for more 
than 18 minutes, as we demonstrated by inside ther- 
mometers. ‘This time is not sufficient to disintegrate 
the proteid molecule—hence no sulphur is set free, 
consequently there is no formation of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S, and then, of course, there is no precip- 
itation of metallic salts, even though they should be 
in solution. As a matter of fact there are some metallic 
salts in solution, but since there is no H,S to precipi- 
tate them, they remain in solution and the inside of the 
can after empting is found to be just as bright as it was 
before filling. While in the case of the regular process 
the whole inside is discolored, all of which discoloration 
is taken up more or less by the corn increasing with 
age fo a limit.
